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oH Anointing of the Holy Ghost sire Sat vane 


As we think of present and future 
eo. for the saints of God, there ap- 
pears no greater than the mighty 
anointing or baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Many writers have penned 
their thoughts in words who are far 
greater and abler to deal with this 
great subject. But that does not keep 
me from feeling the urge to write a 
few of my thoughts concerning the 
subject since it is so great a blessing 
to me. 

The word “anoint” as we note it 
used in the Bible, generally had ref- 
erence to being set apart for the use 
of God, or to consecrate unto God. 
Thus kings, prophets, and priests were 
anointed with this in view. 

We think of regeneration, justifica- 
tion, sanctification, and those great 
works of God wrought in the heart 
and soul of the saint and great they 
are, but the greater is yet to come. 
When the great anointing of the Holy 
Ghost takes place in the believer’s 
heart and being, he is consecrated and 
set apart for God and God’s work. But 
this anointing will wane if it isn’t pre- 
served in purity and consecration and 
devotion unto Him who gave the 
anointing. 

In Luke 24:49, Jesus speaking to His 
disciples before He went away, said, 
“And, behold (LOOK) I send _ the 
promise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry (wait) ye in the city of Jerusa- 
lem, until ye be endued (Greek, 
clothed) with power from on high.” 
Note He (JESUS) says, “I send the 
PROMISE,” and this promise was 
John 14:16, “And I will pray the Fath- 
er, and he shall give you another Com- 
forter.” In the 26th verse of this same 
chapter he tells us what the Comfort- 
er is, “But the Comforter, which is the 
Holy Ghost.” 

I feel it useless to try to prove to you 
that the Holy Ghost is a person. In the 
Greek, though the name for the Holy 
Ghost is neuter, it is followed by a 
personal pronoun (autos) which could 
not be used unless the Holy Ghost was 
a person. We readers of the English 
Bible will remember that the Holy 
Ghost said, “Separate me, Barnabas 
and Saul for the work whereunto I 
have called them.” The Apostle Paul 
further states, “Grieve not the Holy 
Spirit.” Only a person could designate 
workmen, and only a person with a 
tender personality could be grieved. 
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Before Pentecost the Holy Ghost 
brooded over our world. In chaos He 
moved ‘to educe comos. He wrought in 
holy men to inspire the Word of God. 
He prepared the way for Christ. But 
Pentecost was His birthday. Just as 
Jesus Christ was in the world before 
His incarnation but His incarnation 
was His birthday into His body, so the 
Holy Ghost was in the world before 
Pentecost, but the day of Pentecost 
was His birthday into the body of 
Christ, as the body born of the 
virgin was the name of Christ, 
and through it He wrought, so 
the Church is the body of the Holy 
Ghost, through which He is working 
through this era, until the body joins 
the Head. The great Holy Ghost led 
and directed Jesus during His thirty 
years, until He went down to Jordan 
and identified Himself with the sins 
of men (who knew no sin), and from 
Jordan went forth unto His work, but 
not until Matt. 3:13-16, “Then cometh 
Jesus from Galilee to Jordan unto 
John, to be baptized of him, but John 
forbade him, saying, I have need to 
be baptized of thee, and comest thou 
to me? And Jesus answering said unto 
him, Suffer it to be so now: for thus 
it becometh wus to fulfill all righteous- 
ness. Then he suffered him. And Je- 
sus, when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water: and, lo, 
the heavens opened unto him, and he 
(JESUS) saw the SPIRIT of God de- 
scending like a dove, and lighting up- 
on him.” 

During the ministry of Jesus, He 
was never without the third person in 
the Trinity resting upon Him. Peter 
said of Him, Acts 10:38, that God 
anointed Him with the Holy Ghost 
and He went about doing good. On the 
cross Jesus offered Himself to God 
through the eternal Spirit. He was 
raised from the dead by the Holy 
Ghost. Rom. 8:11, “But if the Spirit of 
him that raised up Jesus from the 
dead dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall also quick- 
en your mortal bodies by his Spirit 
that dwelleth in you.” (There could 
be a lot of folk left for the last resur- 
rection if they are not careful.) Dur- 
ing the forty days’ stay on earth Jesus 
gave command unto the disciples that 
as He had received His Pentecost at 
His baptism at the Jordan River, so 
were they to receive their Pentecost 
before they went into the world 


preaching His Gospel. Note Acts 1:8, 
“But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” I want you to note, they 
were to receive power after the Holy 
Ghost had come upon them, not be- 
fore. This was the starting place for 
witnessing to begin; not until then. If 
it took the anointing of the mighty 
Holy Ghost on those men that had 
walked the shores of Galilee with the 
Son of God, how much greater is it a 
need today that we have this anoint- 
ing. Someone may say it isn’t for us 
today. We will deal that a knockout 
blow later. 

Let us delve further in the mystery 
of the Holy Ghost anointing. Jesus 
was conceived of the Holy Ghost, but 
He was also anointed by the Holy 
Ghost. 

I would like for someone to tell me 
how the Church of God, or any other 
one, can have any power until this 
great visitation from heaven, the 
mighty anointing baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Certainly power was not prom- 
ised until they or you receive Him. 
We often see writing on the Pente- 
costal power returning to certain 
churches, but if any church has power, 
they will have to tarry until the Pen- 
tecostal Baptism comes upon them 
according to Acts 2:4. When this great 
event that is recorded in Acts 2 took 
place, and the crowd inquired of the 
way of the Lord, Peter told them, 38th 
verse, “Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye SHALL RECEIVE the gift of 
the Holy Ghost.” Now look at the 39th 
verse, if you say it isn’t for you, “For 
the promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to ALL that are AFAR 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” 


When the early Church started out 
preaching the gospel they ran into 
persecutions, but that didn’t stop 
them. And when the pioneers of the 
Church of God started out they ran 
into persecutions, but that didn’t stop 
them, because they had a flame of 
fire kindled on the altar of their heart 
by the mighty anointing of the Holy 
Ghost, that gave them a burning pas-

Jewish Survivors in Poland 

LONDON, (JTA)—The Jewish com- 
munity of Poland is not expected to 
exceed 250,000 persons when all sur- 
vivors have returned, it was stated 
here by representatives of the Warsaw 
Government.

Kolodziejski, members of the Polish 
finance commission which came here 
to take charge of Polish assets in 
Britain, also told a group of prominent 
Poles here that 7,000,000 Polish citizens 
were killed by the Germans, including 
3,250,000 Jews.— The California Jewish

No Jewish Children Survive Berlin 

The California Jewish Voice states, 
“There are no Jewish children to be 
found in Berlin, although a few thou- 
sand Jewish adults have survived, a 
correspondent of the Evening Stand- 
ard reports from the Reich capital. 

“Relating conversations he had with 
some of the survivors, the correspon- 
dent says that most of them told him 
that they owe their life to some ex- 
ceptional piece of good fortune, such 
as an influential friend who either hid 
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them or warned them to leave Berlin 
when a new wave of persecution was 
imminent. 

“The Jews are quoted as saying that 
their German neighbors are ‘now very 
kind,’ visiting them often, ‘sharing 
their fires’ and greeting them affec- 
tionately.”

The Jewish Situation 

Midnight Cry reports that a Jewish 
press discloses that out of 567 members 
of the Free German Movement in Lon- 
don, registered to return to Germany, 
are 182 Jews who are ‘mostly com- 
munists or apostates.’ 

“Appearing on the same page by 
means of the same press service is the 
report that the strongest political 
party in Hungary today is one com- 
posed of Jewish communists who are 
strongly biased against Zionism. 

“On the other hand, Jews for the 
most part, Orthodox in faith, are en- 
thusiastically preparing to go to Pales- 
tine. Jewish refugees in Switzerland 
have voted 4 to 1 for Palestine. Liber- 
ated Jewish prisoners still retained in 
Buchenwald are studying farming in 
view of settling on farms in Palestine. 
Likewise, adolescent youths in Greece 
are busy training for farm work in 
hopes that they will soon be trans- 
ferred to the Jewish homeland.”

When Winston Churchill entered 
the House of Commons on August 1, 
and took his seat as head of the Op- 
position to the newly installed Gov- 
ernment, his friends gave him a rous- 
ing cheer.

Minister Clement Atlee rose and sang 


lustily, the “Red Flag” hymn of hate, 
atheism and rebellion.”

Crime by Edgar Hoover 

“During the first five months of 
1945, arrests rose 8.4% in the under-21 
age bracket, reversing a 1944 “level- 
ing off” trend. And despite some drop 
last year, youth offenses had already 
soared far above pre-war levels. 
Among girls under 18, prostitutio 
cases had increased 327% above . 7 
1939-41 average, disorderly conduct 
237%. For boys under 18, top increase 
was in arrests for drunkenness, up 
85%. Rape cases rose 79%, homicide 
45%. Boys 17, girls 18 stacked up more 
offenses than any other age groups. 

“Placing blame squarely on family 
and community, Hoover denied crime 
was coming home from the battle- 
front, declared mischief-makers were 
youngsters on the loose. ‘The country 
will benefit when the armed forces re- 
turn,’ he said. ‘The more kxilling they 
have witnessed, the more they value 
orderly society.’ ” 


Nicotine 

The Western Voice says that “tobac- 
co contains nineteen different kinds of 
poisons, the worst being prussic acid; 
also nicotine and pyridine, any one 
of which can produce death. Sixty 
per cent of babies born to smoking 
mothers die before the age of two 
years. Blood from a newborn babe 
whose mother smokes will test ten 
per cent nicotine.” 
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PURGE 

Some people teach the depravity of 
men based on certain scriptures that 
appeal to their reason, while others 
use those same scriptures to teach the 
fruit of the flesh. Some use certain 
verses to teach a spiritual growth in 

race, while others use the same 
scriptures to teach sanctification. This 
is because they fail to understand the 
subject that the sacred writer was dis- 
cussing when he wrote the scriptures 
they use. Some teach death as an an- 
nihilation, a cessation of existence; 
others teach it as a departure from 
life in the flesh. 

If the teacher would use tHe original 
Greek and Hebrew dictionaries, such 
as Strong’s Exhaustive Concordance, 
it would save them a lot of trouble, 
and they would be able to teach the 
Scriptures just as the inspired writers 
intended them to be taught. 

Sanctification is the act of sancti- 
fying, or the state of being sanctified. 
The verb “sanctify” means to make 
holy; to free from sin; to free from 
foreign matter; to cleanse and to 
purify. 

The doctrine of sanctification is 
taught in the Holy Scriptures by the 
use of most terms as purge, purify, 
circumcise, cleanse, free, destroy, cru- 
cify, and sanctify. 

We will take these words one at a 
time, and see what they mean when 
they are used in connection with the 
subject of sanctification. 

PURGE is first used in the Bible in 
2 Chr. 34:3. Here Josiah began to purge 
Judah and Jerusalem from the high 
places, the groves, and the carved im- 
ages, and the molten images. Verse 5 
tells us that he cleansed Judah and 
Jerusalem. In other words, when he 
had purged them they were clean. 
“Purge” and “cleanse” mean the same 
here. They mean to make, or to be, 
unadulterated, pure, clean, holy, and 
innocent. Nothing is clean until it is 
purged. The work of purging had to 
be finished before Josiah could say 
he had cleansed Judah and Jerusalem. 
So when these terms are used in con- 
nection with our hearts, how can we 
say we are clean, unless the work of 
purging has been finished? This proves 
that sanctification is a work that can 
be FINISHED or TERMINATED in the 
heart and life of a believer. 
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TIFICATION

It is said in Matthew 3:11, 12, that 
Jesus would baptize the believers “with 
the Holy Ghost and fire: Whose fan is 
in his hand, and he (that is the Holy 
Ghost) will throughly PURGE his 
floor.” This is in harmony with Ro- 
mans 15:16, “being sanctified by the 
Holy Ghost.” We notice here that the 
work of the Spirit is called PURGING, 
and the experience obtained thereby 
is called sanctification. “Being sancti- 
fied” is another way of saying “having 
been sanctified.” The term “being” 
signifies that they were at the time 
then present sanctified. “Being” also 
implies that they had entered the 
state of sanctification. This proves 
again that sanctification is a definite 
work, and that it can be finished and 
terminated in the heart. 

Notice again in Matthew 3:11, 12. 
“He will throughly purge his floor.” 
A sinner does not belong to God, and 
it could not be said that he belonged 
to the Spirit of God. So here we have a 
scripture to prove that a person re- 
ceives the experience of sanctification 
AFTER he becomes a child of God. 

If the act of becoming a child of 
God also includes PURGING, then no 
one could say he is a child of God un- 
til he is completely sanctified. If such 
were true, becoming a child of God 
would be a very complicated and in- 
volved matter. As it is, “whosoever” 
believeth on Jesus and repents of his 
sins is saved. 

The Greek word for “purge” in Matt. 
3:11, 12 is “diakatharizo” and it means 
to cleanse perfectly. In other words, 
one is not perfectly cleansed until he 
has had all contamination removed. 


This also proves that sanctification is 
a work that must be finished before 
one can rightfully lay claim to it. 

Nothing is said in this passage about 
forgiveness or the new birth, but there 
is a floor belonging to the Spirit and 
it is to receive a definite and perfect 
cleansing. This sounds as though sanc- 
tification is a second definite work of 
grace. 

In Psalms 65:3 we read as follows: 
“As for our transgressions, thou shalt 
PURGE them away.” The word here 
used for “purge” means to put off; to 
cleanse; to make atonement for. Then 
Psalms 79:9, “Deliver us and purge 
away our sins.” These verses refer to 
something in man that needs PURG- 
ING AWAY. Forgiveness does not 
PURGE, but sanctification does. For- 
giveness only takes care of the sins 
one has done in the flesh, but sanc- 
tification takes out, or purges away, 
that contamination of heart that one 
receives from Satan through Adam. 

John 15:2, “Every branch IN ME 
that beareth NOT fruit he taketh it 
away: and every branch that beareth 
fruit, he PURGETH it, that it may 
bring forth more fruit.” -The Greek 
word for PURGETH is “kathario” and 
means to cleanse; to make pure; to 
prune. The meaning “to prune” sig- 
nifies the method used to make one 
clean. “Prune” means to rid of that 
which is unnecessary or superfluous. 
Only one thing can be unnecessary in 
man, and that is the thing that he 
gets from Satan, and it is this thing 
that is pruned off and out of the heart 
when one is purged. That purging 
makes one clean and holy. All con- 
tamination comes from Satan, and it 
is only natural to believe that when 
one has that removed that he will be 
holy again as he was when God made 
man.

St. John 14:6, “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life.” 

First, the WAY. 

There is no other way whereby man 
can be saved except through Jesus 
Christ. Acts 4:12, “Neither is there 
Salvation in any other: for there is 
none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be 
saved.” 

Rom. 3:23, “All have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God.” Man 
was born in sin because the first man 
Adam sinned, but God made a way 
to redeem our souls from sin, to have 
life everlasting. Jesus Christ the Son 
of God offered His life as a supreme 
sacrifice once and for all. 

Prov. 14:12, “There is a way which 
seemeth right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of death.” Peo- 
ple today are trying to get to heaven 
in different ways. They will join the 
church thinking that being a mem- 
ber of the church will get them to 
heaven. They will be baptized thinking 
they have done all that is necessary 
to get to heaven. People will have a 
desire to be saved, go to an altar, re- 
pent and have their sins forgiven, and 
taste of heaven, then think that ex- 
perience alone will take them to heav- 
en. The Scripture teaches obedience 
to God. We must obey the Lord by 
keeping the teachings of His Word. 
Heb. 5:9, “And being made perfect, he 
became the author of eternal salvation 
unto all them that obey him.” 

1 John 2:4, “He that saith, I know 
him, and keepeth not his command- 
ments, is a liar, and the truth is not 
in him.” Keeping His commandments 
is obeying Him. His commandments 
are not grievous. If we truly love Him, 
we will strive to keep His teachings. 
We will desire to walk in His way. The 
Word of God says for us to pray with- 
out ceasing. Are we obeying God’s 
Word? We must have a spiritual mind 
and be in the attitude of prayer con- 
tinually. We must enter in by the door. 
In St. John 10:9, Jesus said, “I am the 
door: by me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved, and shall go in and 
out, and find pasture.”

The way is a narrow way. St. Matt. 
7:14, “Because strait is the gate, and 
narrow is the way, which leadeth unto 
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life, and few there be that find it.” So 
we see that many will be disappointed. 
“Few there be that find it.” Millions 
belong to churches but very few are 
on the “strait and narrow” way. The 
way of Christ is a narrow way. To 
walk that way we must be stripped of 
the things of this world. Christ must 
reign in our hearts, for “he is the 
way.” 

Second, the TRUTH. 

St. John 8:31, 32, “Then said Jesus 
to those Jews which believed on him, 
If ye continue in my word, then are 
ye my disciples indeed; and ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.” The Word of God is 
the truth. “The Word was made flesh, 
and dwelt among us, ... full of grace 
and truth.” “For the law was given by 
Moses, but grace and truth came by 


‘Jesus Christ.” We must continue in 


the Word of God. We must be doers 
of the Word and not hearers only. If 
we are doers of the Word of God, con- 
tinuing in Him, and His Word in us, 
we will have freedom.We will be happy 
and free from all worry and fear, for 
the truth will make us free. 

St. John 3:21, “But he that doeth 
truth cometh to the light, that his 
deeds may be made manifest, that 
they are wrought in God.” If we are 
living a truthful life, our light is shin- 
ing and our deeds are made known. 
People know by our deeds if Christ 
is in our lives. Our deeds will be of 
God. We will not be ashamed of our 
works. The truth in us will make us a 
true light to others. 

St. John 14:17, “Even the Spirit of 
truth; whom the world cannot re- 
ceive, because it seeth him not, nei- 
ther knoweth him: but ye know him; 
for he dwelleth with you, and shall 
be in you.” The Spirit of truth con- 
victs us if we are not truthful. We 
know when we are telling little things 
that are not true; we know when we 
are doing things that are not right, for 
the Spirit of truth that dwells in us 
reveals it to us. Many people are griev- 
ing the Spirit of truth today for they 
are not heeding the warning of the 
Spirit when they say or do things that 
are wrong, even though these things 
seem small in their sight. We must be 
truthful in all that we do and Say, 
for Christ is the truth. 


Third, the LIFE. 

Christ is life; without Him we would 
still be in spiritual darkness, dead in 
trespasses and sins. St. John 6:35, 
“And Jesus said unto them, I am the 
bread of life: he that cometh to me 
shall never hunger; and he that be- 
lieveth on me shall never thirst.” Oh, 
to feed our souls on One who can 


give us life! We can feed our souls on e 


things in this world but our souls will 
still be lean and hungry. There is 
nothing in this world that can satisfy 
our souls completely. We must have 
life; old things pass away and all 
things become new. The dead are 
made alive in Christ. We feel alive and 
feel peace and joy in our souls. We 
have life and have it more abundantly. 

St. John 6:47, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that believeth on me 
hath everlasting life.” Everlasting! 
Praise God. We leave this world but 
we take up our new abode in heaven. 
We never die. This old body goes back 
to dust but our soul lives on forever. 
What joy to know that when we leave 
this world we will be at home with 
Jesus, if we have believed in Him as 
the scripture says, and obeyed Him. If 
we will listen to the Spirit of truth, we 
will stay in that strait and narrow 
way and we will have life everlasting. 

Fourth, OUR COMFORTER. 

We read in Psa. 23:4, “Yea, though I 
walk through the valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no evil: for thou 
art with me; thy rod and thy staff 
they comfort me.” When we face the 
chilly hand of death Christ is suffi- 
cient to take us through. We won’t 
have to cross Jordan alone. We can 
lean on His rod and staff. They will be 
our comfort. Matt. 11:28-30, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. 
Take my yoke upon you, and learn 
of me; for I am meek and lowly in 
heart: and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. For my yoke is easy, and 
my burden is light.” If you have bur- 
dens, Christ can take those burdens 
away. If you will only come to Him, 
He will give you rest. He walked this 
earth hungry for souls to come to 
Him. He said, “I would have gathered 
you under my wings as a hen does her 
chickens, and ye would not.” If you 
do not have peace and rest, it is be- 
cause you will not come to Christ. He 
is still pleading, waiting, and longing

asa} JnNoqe pres aq uv ssuTyy AUC 
five verses, but I want to speak espe- 
cially about the phrase of the six- 
teenth verse, “he made the stars also.” 
Let us read 2 Peter 1:19, “We have 
also a more sure word of prophecy; 
whereunto ye do well that ye take 
heed, as unto a light that shineth in 
a dark place, until the day dawn, and 
the day star arises in your hearts.” 
The day star is given as Christ’s com- 
ing or as a symbol of the illumination 
of the heart that has accepted Christ. 

We find our context in Rev. 2:28, 
“And I will give him the morning 
star,” meaning those who overcome to 
the end. Whenever we are on the face 
of the earth, we can look up over our 
heads at night when the atmosphere 
is clear, and see thousands of twink- 
ling stars. They look small but they 
make a great light in the darkness. We 
are small, insignificant creatures, but 
filthy rags, but the Morning Star (Je- 
sus, Rev. 2:28) that is in our hearts 
and shining forth in our lives, will 
make us shining lights to those who 
are living in darkness and have not 
yet accepted the Star into their lives. 
We are like the twinkling stars, like 
the flickering lights of the heavenly 
space. As we gaze on the stars we can 
imagine we are tuning in on a micro- 
phone which brings a broadcast from 
another world. 

LIFE IS ETERNAL 

Dan. 12:3, “And they that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn many 
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to righteousness as the stars for ever 
and ever.” Prov. 3:7, “Be not wise in 
thine own eyes.” “But ye are wise in 
Christ.” The fear of God is wisdom. 
If we follow Christ (He is the way, 
the truth, and the life), we will turn 
many to righteousness by the morning 
star shining from our lives. 


First, we look at the same rays that 
Christ looked upon, that have been 
moving through space for hundreds of 
years. The same Christ that was born 
of the virgin Mary, baptized by John, 
preached the Holy Ghost gospel, died 
for our sins, rose again, and ascended 
into heaven, is in our hearts, is the 
same yesterday, and today, and for- 
ever, and is coming back as He went 
away. The sky clusters were visible to 
the three wise men on their way to 
Bethlehem. All that is eternal and di- 
vine is symbolized by the stars. 


Second, our bodies are so construct- 
ed that one can climb the mountains 
or descend into the deepest cave. Mark 
11:22, 23, “And Jesus answering saith 
unto them, Have faith in God. For 
verily I say unto you, That whosoever 
shall say unto this mountain, Be thou 
removed, and be thou cast into the 
sea; and shall not doubt in his heart, 
but shall believe that those things 
which he saith shall come to pass; he 
shall have whatsoever he saith.” 

1 Cor. 10:13, “There hath no temp- 
tation taken you but such as is com- 
mon to man: but God is faithful, who 


will not suffer you to be tempted above 
that ye are able; but will with the 
temptation also make a way to escape, 
that ye may be able to bear it.” 

Third, after man sinned and he 
saw his nakedness, the fig leaf was 
not enough covering, so God clothed 
him and protected him from his sen- 
sitiveness of temperature. Phil. 4:19, 
“But my God shall supply all your 
need.” In Matt. 6:30 He also said He 
would clothe us. 


Fourth, the stars beckon us to keep 
pursuing our course, for our only hope 
is in God and Jesus His only begotten 
Son, and let us give Him full access 
in full illumination of His Spirit in 
our everyday life. Are you enshrouded 
with a midnight gloom of bereave- 
ment? Then look up, the stars are still 
there, for they really never go out, they 
are reminding us of a never-failing 
guide. They are always pointing to 
a victorious and blessed tomorrow. 


Before Jesus came many people 
knew only slavery and tyranny and 
many were beheaded. Obey or perish 
was the law. We are surrounded by a 
midnight gloom of sorrow, frustration, 
bereavement, injustice, and bewilder- 
ment, but look to the Day Star, the 
coming Christ, and Spirit illumination 
will cause us to shine like the stars 
as the brightness of the firmament 
and they that turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars for ever and ever. 
Dan. 12:3. Before the star was shown 
in the East, people knew slavery, ty- 
ranny, hatred of rulers, obey law or 
be stoned to death; but God, through 
the Star of the East, according to 
Matt. 2:2, pointed out to man a star 
of reality that came to bring peace 
and freedom from sin to all who would 
accept Him. Text, “I will give him 
the morning star.” 








GOD OUR REFUGE

“God is our refuge and strength, a 
very present help in trouble,” Psa. 
46:1. 

While the world is full of trouble, 
heartaches, sorrows, and _ sadness, 
tears are seen every day, and sin and 
crime are all around us, yet in the 
midst of it all we can have peace, 
peace in our hearts, not as the world 
gives but the peace of God. I feel so 
grateful to Him this morning because 
that peace abides within my heart. 


I feel that there never was a time 
in the history of the world just as to- 
day, and we need, as God’s children, 
to lay aside every weight and with one 
mind and one soul call on Him who 
has never lost a battle, for mercy for 
the millions that are dying, and so 
many of them have never known this 
sweet peace, so many of them plung- 
ing into darkness without a ray of 
light. It is awful to bein darkness

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The time is near at hand when 
everybody will be compelled to receive 
a mark either in his right hand or in 
his forehead or he will not be allowed 
to buy or sell. Whoever refuses to re- 
ceive this mark will be considered a 
traitor or fifth columnist and will be 
put to death. Everyone who does take 
the mark will sell his soul by doing so. 
We read in Rev. 17:12, 13, “And the 
ten horns which thou sawest are ten 
kings, which have received no king- 
dom as yet; but receive power as 
kings one hour with the beast. These 
have one mind, and shall give their 
power and strength unto the beast.” 

This means that there will first 
arise ten dictators who will later give 
all their power and strength to one 
super dictator. It is this super dicta- 
tor who will cause everybody to re- 
_ceive the deadly mark, else he cannot 
buy or sell. Many people are more 
concerned about their being able to 
buy and sell than they are about 
their soul’s welfare. We read about 
this super dictator in Rev. 13:1, 5-7, 
“And I stood upon the sand of the 
sea, and saw a beast rise up out of 
the sea, having seven heads and ten 
horns, and there was given unto him 
a mouth speaking great things and 
blasphemies; and power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two 
months (three and a half years). 

“And he opened his mouth in blas- 
phemy against God, to blaspheme his 
name, and his tabernacle, and them 
that dwell in heaven. And it was given 
unto him to make war with the saints 
(God’s people on earth at that time), 
and to overcome them: and power 
was given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations.” That means 


that he willrule the whole world. 


Everybody will be under his power 
and will obey his orders. 

Note the first verse. This beast had 
seven heads and ten horns. We are 
told in Rev. 17:9-18 that “the seven 
heads are seven mountains and the 
woman, which thou sawest is that 
great city, which reigneth over the 
kings of the earth.” It is generally 
supposed that the dictator will have 
his headquarters in Rome and will 
rule the world from there, however 
it is possible that he might sit else- 
where. He is the king of the north. Al- 
ready we can see dictators springing 
up everywhere. This means that it 
will be but a short while until the 
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final great world dictator will arise. 
There will perhaps be an _ interna- 
tional currency and an international 
code that every man will be compelled 
to accept or else forfeit his life. 

Rev. 13:16, 17 says, “And he caus- 
eth all, both small and great, rich and 
poor, free and bond, to receive a mark 
in their right hand, or in their fore- 
heads: And that no man might buy 
or sell, save he that had the mark, or 
the name of the beast, or the num- 
ber of his name.” The Scripture de- 
clares that this monster of iniquity 
will have God’s people put to death 
because they refuse to receive his 
mark, which would mean their souls’ 
damnation. To receive this mark 
would mean to renounce God and ac- 
cept the world dictator and worship 
him as God. We are told that he that 
saves his life shall lose it in those hor- 
rible times. That means that whoso- 
ever receives this mark in order to 
work or buy food will lose his soul, for 
it will mean a sell-out to the devil and 
the antichrist. The Bible further says 
he that loses his life shall save it, 
which means that the person who 
chooses to be put to death rather 
than to receive this cruel mark in his 
right hand or forehead, will lose his 
physical life but will save his soul. 

NEW WORLD SYSTEM 

You will note that the Scripture 
warns us of a mark, name, and num- 
ber system. When we see this system 
shaping up, then we can be certain 
that the coming of Christ is near and 
that the world is about to enter seven 
years of awful tribulation with its 
wars, famines, pestilences, and other 
fearful and dreadful things. Read 
again Rev. 13:7, “And that no man 
might buy or sell, save he that had 
the mark, or the name.... or the 
number.” Already we have this system 
with us. 

THE MARK SYSTEM 

All the various marks in the world 
today are forerunners of the coming 
mark of the beast, and the world is 
fast becoming mark conscious. 

THE NUMBER SYSTEM 

Practically every nation on earth to- 
day has accepted the number system. 
The people of the entire world are be- 
ing regimented. They all must have 
their number in order to get work or 





buy food and clothing. This dreaded 
antichrist system will first be adopted 
by individual nations but will later 
give way to an international number 
system. 

THE BRAND OF HELL 

What will it mean to receive this 
mark? It will mean that you can have 
a part in this world’s trade and com- 
merce for a few months, but when 
God cometh out of this place to pun- 
ish the inhabitants of the earth for 
their iniquities, Isa. 26:20, 21, it will 
mean that you will fall into the hands 
of the angry God. The mark of the 
beast is the brand of hell. When you 
sell out to the devil like a ranchman, 
Satan will brand you or mark you. 
Beware! Read Rev. 14:9-12, “And the 
third angel followed them, saying 
with a loud voice, If any man wor- 
ship the beast and his image, and re- 
ceive his mark in his forehead, or in 
his hand, the same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God. ... and he 
shall be tormented with fire and brim- 
stone in the presence of the holy an- 
gels, and in the presence of the Lamb: 
and the smoke of their tarment as- 
cendeth up for ever and ever: and 
they have no rest day nor night, who 
worship the beast and his image, and 
whosoever receiveth the mark of his 
name.” 

Jesus has promised to appear above 
the earth and catch away His blood- 
washed, Spirit-filled people to be with 
Him and thus escape this terrible 
time. Read about it in 1 Thess. 4:13- 
18. Friend, are you ready if Jesus 
should come today? Do you wish to 
escape these things and the many 
other horrible judgments that await 
this old world? Then you had better 
seek the Lord while He may be found. 
“Watch ye therefore, and pray al- 
ways, that ye may be accounted 
worthy to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand 
before the Son of man,” Luke 21:36. 
Should you not be ready when He 
comes and are here when they try to 
force this mark on you, for they 
surely will try it, you will be ten thou- 
sand times better off to let them take 
your physical life than to receive this 
damning mark. Beware of the mark 
of the beast! Lord, bless all that read 
this message. 





A lot of kneeling keeps you in good 
standing with God. 
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a ad “And the Lord said unto Moses, How 
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long will this people provoke me? and 
how long will it be ere they believe 
me, for all the signs which I have 
shewed among them? Num. 14:11. 

The people of Israel had no doubt 
as to the existence of God, but they 
appeared again and again to have 
misgivings as to His character. When 
things were not to their mind as He 
led them towards the Land of Prom- 
ise, they murmured against Him, thus 
reflecting on His wisdom and His 
love; and when the spies who brought 
the evil report of the land told their 
story, they were so captured by the 
fears that the tale aroused as to for- 
get God altogether, and talk about 
making arrangements to go back to 
Egypt again arose. It was this con- 
duct that led to the utterance of our 
text. Here we have unbelief in believ- 
ers; and this is our theme. Would that 
we might so dwell upon it as to beget 
within us a horror of ever disbelieving 
God. 

It is surprising that believers will 
disbelieve. That is, that those who 
acknowledge God will believe not His 
power and workings. Israel looked up- 
on God as all powerful. It was He who 
made the heavens and the earth. 
They looked upon Him as all-wise and 
holy, as One who could not err. They 
not only had teachings as to His di- 
vine greatness, but they were eyewit- 
nesses to His wondrous doings. They 
saw His mighty workings at the Red 
Sea, and in Egypt; they beheld His 
power in their journeyings to the 
Promised Land; they saw Sinai when 
its aspect was so alarming and be- 
cause of the divine Presence they 
were terror-stricken. No people had 
such lofty conceptions of their deity 
as had Israel; and yet, surprising as 
it is, these are -the people against 
whom the complaint of our text is 
made. 

Yet this kind of conduct has not 
been uncommon in the Church and 
body of Christ today. In these hours 
sanctified, Holy-Ghost-filled children 
of God are disbelieving the power of 
God. They take it lightly and seek 
not its full expression. But if Israel’s 
conduct toward God is a matter of 
surprise, how much more surprising 
is similar conduct in the body today, 
especially among those that claim the 
experience of Acts 2:4. 
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Most Christians, and surely Holy- 
Ghost-filled folk, live in the noontide 
of the revelation of the Deity. 
Science, too, enlarges our ideas of the 
greatness of God. Nature has done 
likewise. If the conduct of Israel was 
so astonishing because of their knowl- 
edge of God, how much more so is the 
conduct of present-day Christians be- 
cause of their larger knowledge? 

It is inconsistent to be a dis- 
believing believer. Men place their 
confidence in those objects which 
they think they have good reason to 
trust. The merchant trusts the mer- 
chant who has a good name for hon- 
esty, and the master honors his 
servant’s integrity by the confidence 
he reposes in him. It is because that 
men and women trust in one another 
that society is held together, that the 
commercial world exists. But men, of- 
ten do not treat God as they do their 
fellows. They acknowledge His truth- 
fulness, His faithfulness, His ability to 
keep all His promises, yet they with- 
hold from Him their confidence, and 
practically thus disbelieve Him. 

Nature is not doubted. That the sea- 
sons will come at their appointed time 
and that day follows night, men never 
fail to believe and take without ques- 
tion. But is nature more truthful than 
nature’s God? Is it inconsistent to 
trust nature and not Him who is 
all of nature’s author and the orderer 
of all its phenomena? God could 
break up the order of nature and He 
could make iron swim in water and 
feathers in it; He could reverse 
the movements of worlds and destroy 
the power that holds suns in their 
places; but He cannot depart from 
the path of Truth. How inconsistent 
it is to trust nature and things about 
us and not God? 

The basis of our knowledge is the 
result of confidence in men as teach- 
ers and explorers. No man ever saw a 
sun as big as his house, if we would 
judge merely by his own eyes of vi- 
sion. But the astronomer is the basis 
of his confidence. Faith in the teach- 
ings of men is the basis of most of the 
knowledge we have. The teacher asks 
questions, and if the answers are not 
in harmony with what he or she has 
learned from others, the examined re- 
ceives a bad mark. How implicitly we 
trust scientists and philosophers! But 
how much we disbelieve God, though 
He is the fount of all truth! Let God 


ever be true and every man a liar, 
sooner doubt the wisest man than 
doubt God. Sooner falter in accepting 
the statement of an angel, than the 
utterance of the God of angels. To be- 
lieve an archangel and not believe 
God would be conduct of the most in- 
consistent kind. But it is graver than 
this. 

It is offensive to disbelieve God. 
May we not try to think how God must 
feel when men who profess Him do 
not believe Him for their souls, by the 
experience of others under like cir- 
cumstances? If a son who has had 
every reason for the most filial con- 
fidence in his father should discredit 
his statements and treat them as 
false, how would that loving parent 
feel at his son’s treatment of Him? 
But how grieved must the King of the 
universe feel as many of His subjects 
treat His words as if they were untrue 
and just words alone! How must that 
Father whose love for all His off- 
springs is illimitable, feel when any of 
His children treat Him as a liar? Oh, 
how grieved He must be! But not only 
has this sin the characteristics we 
have mentioned, but there are others 
vet to note. 

It is provoking. God is patient with 
sinners, but there is no act of man 
that so arouses His indignation as that 
which reflects on His truthfulness. 
Unbelief, especially in professed be- 
lievers, provokes His wrath. See how 
it was with the Israelites. Because of 
this sin, great numbers of them were 
shut out from the promised land and 
though through the intercession of 
Moses the sin itself was pardoned, yet 
was not the punishment for the 
transgression removed. What will pro- 
voke a man of truth more quickly to 
wrath than to be treated as a liar? 
How sensitive the nature of God! How 
He abhors the untrue! Is it not, there- 
fore, a wonder of wonders that when 
men treat Him as false and common, 
He does not instantly smite them with 
the lightning bolt of His wrath? Only 
His love for the sinner is the answer. 
God loves the sinner but hates his sin. 

It is ruinous, this unbelief of 
believers. A believer who doubts the 
promises of God, whose life is marked 
by this disposition, may succeed in his 
secular business, but it is indisputable 
that the Canaan of Christ, like man- 
hood, is shut to him. Such a soul as

(1) Take one sinner justified by 
faith, cleansed from sin, saved by 
grace, sanctified by the blood of Je- 
sus, and baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and fire. Let him be filled with love, 
thrilled with the power of God, with 
a firm hold on a hope in the crucified 
Christ. 

(2) .Let him accept the gospel with 
a pure conscience and faith. Let him 
put to practice the Word of God in his 
‘everyday life. Let him present his 
body a living sacrifice holy and ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is a reason- 
able service. Rom. 12:1. 

Let him cleanse (HIMSELF) from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit. 
2 Cor. 7:1. Let him remember that the 
things highly esteemed among men 
are abomination in the sight of God. 
St. Luke 16:15. Let him learn to pray 
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without ceasing, 1 Thess. 5:17; to 
quench not the Spirit, 1 Thess. 5:19, 
and to abstain from all appearance of 
evil, 1 Thess. 5:22. Let him walk in 
the light as He is in the light. 1 John 
aS. 

Let him be made (free from sin) 
and have his fruit unto holiness. Rom. 
6:22. Let him know that without holi- 
ness no man will see the Lord. Heb. 
12:14. Tell him what church Je- 
sus died for, Acts 20:28; what it stands 
for. First, the new birth. St. John 3:3. 
Second, sanctification, Heb. | 13:12. 
Third, the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost, Acts 1:5. 

(3) Regardless of what kind of dis- 
ease you have, if you fill this prescrip- 
tion and take it with faith, abide in 
Christ and His words abide in you, St. 
John 15:4, when sick call for the 


elders of the Church, James 5:14, you 
will have the following results: “And 
the prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord (SHALL) raise him up,” 
James 5:15.
